Children’s books 
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the 
United Nations— 
tenth anniversary 


This summary of books for the general 
reader has been compiled by Marte V. Hurtey, 
Chairman of the A.L.A. Round Table on 
Library Service Abroad, at the request of the 
A.L.A. Intercultural Action Committee, Wi- 
LIAM R. Roatre, Chairman. 


I, this, the tenth anniversary year of 
the United Nations, it is appropriate to 
review what has happened since this world 
organization was launched with such high 
hopes at San Francisco. For librarians 
it is a good time to take stock of our 
book shelves to make sure that they hold 
the material through which we can bring 
to the attention of citizens the story of 
the U.N.—its founding, its successes, its 
failures, and its problems. As Secretary 
Dulles said “. those who know the 
United Nations best are those who have 
the highest opinion of it, and those who 
disparage the United Nations are, in the 
main, those who know nothing about it 
at all.” To acquaint people with the U.N. 
and create a broader understanding of its 
aims and achievements libraries must 
make available as wide a selection as 
possible of readable, easy-to-use, printed 
materials. 

In looking over the record of materials 
published in the last 10 years, it is sur- 
prising to note the small number of books 
on the U.N. for the general reader. Since 
the evaluation of books on the U.N. 
appeared in Tue Boox.ist, July 15, 1946; 
(many of these books are still in print 
and useful) approximately 25 books have 
been published and six of these are now 
out of print. 

Most of these books are factual and 
descriptive, rather than interpretive. Many 
of them make some attempt at appraisal, 
but try to be objective by describing past 
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failures as well as successes, and suggest- 
ing future improvements. Because of the 
reasonably limited amount of material, the 
list of books discussed here is comprehen- 
sive rather than selective. Except for the 
three titles listed, no attempt was made to 
evaluate publications of the U.N. or any 
pamphlet material. Large and medium- 
sized libraries will probably already have 
all the books mentioned. Smaller libraries 
will want to make some selection, but will 
be able to afford a good share of the list. 

In this year of appraisal and evaluation 
we will first look at the books which do 
just that. Two of the newest are of spe- 
cial importance because of their authors’ 
long relationship to the U.N. organization. 
Arriving in plenty of time to be useful in 
preparation for the celebration of the tenth 
anniversary is UN: the first ten years by 
Clark M. Eichelberger who played an ac- 
tive part in the San Francisco Conference 
and is now executive director of the 
American Association for the United 
Nations. This is a brief record of the his- 
tory of the U.N. including its accomplish- 
ments, its shortcomings, and suggestions 
for improvements and revision of the 
Charter. Mr. Eichelberger contends there 
must be a change of attitude on the part of 
member nations who now regard the U.N. 
as the instrument rather than the founda- 
tion of their foreign policy. An equally 
important review and appraisal is Trygve 
Lie’s In the cause of peace; seven years 
with the United Nations. Mr. Lie discusses 
the “questions which concerned me most 

. and aroused greatest public interest.” 
He wrote it for “ordinary men and women 

. who are interested in the world in 
which they live and in the political climate 
of their own day.” It is also a record of 
the personal experiences of the secretary- 
general and concludes with reflections on 
what should be done to keep such peace 
as we have and recommendations for re- 
forms in the U.N. 

Two older books present even more 
definite points of view. The American road 
to world peace by Sir Alfred Zimmern 
stresses the contribution of the U.S. to 
world peace and makes a plea for radical 
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change in the structure of the Security 
Council. United Nations and world com- 
munity by A. H. Feller, who was counsel 
general of the U.N. at the time of his death 
in 1953, is a brief, thoughtful book which 
recognizes the limitations of the Charter, 
but upholds it as the beginning of world 
law. To find other shades of opinion on 
the worth and effectiveness of the U.N., a 
useful book is The UN today edited by 
W. W. Wade, a volume of the H. W. Wilson 
Company’s “Reference shelf.” 


Taking first place among the factual 
books is Everyman’s United Nations, an in- 
expensive ready-reference guide to the 
structure, functions, and work of the U.N. 
and its related agencies, compiled by the 
Department of Public Information of the 
U.N. Two books which because of simple 
presentation and arrangement and many 
good photographs would serve as easy 
introductions to the U.N., especially for 
young people, are The United Nations, 
blueprint for peace by Stephen S. Feni- 
chell and United Nations, N. Y. by Dorothy 
Sterling with photographs by Myron 
Ehrenberg. 

Two other books have much useful 
factual material on the history and work- 
ing of the U.N. but express more of each 
author’s point of view. Eleanor Roosevelt’s 
UN: today and tomorrow which presents 
the human side of the U.N.’s work and 
the people who do it is a useful handbook 
in spite of objections which might be 
raised to discussions of political issues. 
More comprehensive is The United Nations 
in action by E. P. Chase which is essen- 
tially a factual book although the author 
does not hesitate to express personal judg- 
ments. 


For students or those laymen wishing 
to make a thorough study of the U.N. there 
is Amry Vandenbosch’s The United Na- 
tions, prepared primarily for college 
classes but useful for discussion groups, 
and Leland Goodrich’s Charter of the 
United Nations; commentary and docu- 
ments, a history of the process by which 
the Charter evolved. 


Because the question of calling a con- 
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ference to review the Charter is on the 
agenda of the U.N. General Assembly now 
in session, a timely publication is Charter 
review conference; ninth report and papers 
presented to the Commission published by 
the Commission to Study the Organization 
of Peace. This book includes reeommenda- 
tions of the Commission and 11 papers on 
various problems by specialists in the 
field. 

The remaining books deal with spe- 
cialized agencies of the U.N. These agen- 
cies have been responsible for some of the 
U.N.’s most positive accomplishments and 
greatest contributions to world peace and 
welfare. Their work also has the greatest 
appeal to the average citizen. It is there- 
fore doubly surprising that there have not 
been more books devoted to dramatizing 
the work of these agencies. Most of the 
books which are available were written 
for, or can be used with, young people. 
The more general ones are Workshops for 
the world by Graham Beckel which has 
excellent photographs and charts, and 
Eleanor Roosevelt’s Partners: the United 
Nations and youth, a collection of stories 
taken from official records about U.N. 
activities that directly touch the lives of 
young people all over the world. 


The technical assistance program is 
presented in Katherine Shippen’s The pool 
of knowledge and New life in old lands by 
Kathleen McLaughlin, a colorful account 
of the jobs being done to improve life for 
millions in underdeveloped countries. Fi- 
nally, the Declaration of Human Rights is 
the subject of Dorothy Canfield Fisher’s 
A fair world for all. 

Larger reference collections will want 
the Yearbook of the United Nations which 
gives detailed accounts of the activities of 
each year and Statistical yearbook pub- 
lished by the Statistical Office of the U.N. 

The theme of U.N. Day, October 24, for 
this tenth anniversary year is “The UN 
Works for You.” Described above are some 
of the most essential tools of the librarian 
vho wishes to work for the U.N. These 
»ooks along with other valuable materials 
such as pamphlets, periodicals, films, and 


recordings, and the discussion groups and 
programs which libraries have found use- 
ful as a means of putting these materials 
to work in the community are the public 
library’s ammunition in the fight for world 
peace.
